It is known that very strong argu- 
ments have been presented to him to 
take such steps as will enable the gen- 
eral assembly to finish its incomplet- 
ed work and to unravel several of the 
tangles in which its last session left 
the state. 

This particularly applies to the Con- 
federate pension certificates and to 
the highway and educational develop- 
ment of the state, 

It can be stated definitely, though 
not by authority of the governor—who. 
however, does not deny it—that if 
an extra session is called, it will be 
for three specific purposes : 

Limi of Call. 

First-—-To make provision for the 
validation of the act ef the general as- 


sembly in authorizing the issue of cer- 
tifieatés to meet thé arrears due Con- 
federate pensioners of the state. 
Second—To take such steps as will 
finance the state in enabling it to 
put its educational system abreast of 


that of other southern states similarly 
situated. 


Third—To meet the highway prob- 
lem of the state by providing means 
for the completion of the state sys- 
tem within the next few years, instead 
of waiting indefinitely as contemplat- 
ed by the present plan. 

Undoubtedly the governor is of the 
opinion that these three great devel- 
opment steps can be taken only by 
the assistance of a state-wide bond is- 
sue just as has been done in North 
Carolina, Florida and other states. 

Would Coordinate Interests. 

It is understood that he is of the 
opinion that by coordinating these 
three interests into one movement back 
of a bond issue big enough to meet 
the requirements of each case, the leg- 
islature can readily be induced to sub- 
mit the question of such a bond is- 
sue to the next state election, which 
takes place in the fall of 1926. 

This will be possible only through 
the call of an extra session, as with- 
out such a call there will be no meet- 


ing of the general assembly until the 
summer of 1927, and no bond issue

There is much demanded in the 
end. He is preferably a rangy man, 
although there have been some great 
ends that were short men. ‘The end 
must be fast, so he can get down the 
field quickly and cover the receiver of 
punts. He must be dexterous in the 
handling of a football, for he will be 
called on to receive forward passes. 
He should be agile, so he can elude 
blockers when on the run down the 
field under a punt. He must be 
shrewd, so he can outguess his op- 
ponents, and he must be alert to re- 
eover fumbled balls. The demands on 
the end are unusually heavy, as you 
s 


ee. : 

Besides the qualities I have men- 
tioned, the end should be possessed 
of imagination, enabling him to de- 
vise mannerisms by which he can mis- 
lead his opponents as to his real in- 
tentions. He must have confidence 
in his ability to cope with any situa- 
tion. Being out in the open, his play- 
ing is more conspicuous than that of 
any player except the backs. 
rors are just as conspicuous. 
no time must he let this dishearten 
him. 


The end should be able to block | 


with-skill on offense. In many plays 
he alone must take care of the op- 
posing tackle who is playing that po- 
sition because of size, strength, speed 
and determination. 

The end should never show by his 
position what direction the play will 
take or whether he intends to block 
the tackle in or out. He should as- 
sume the same stance for every play.

The end must be able to dodge as | 


well as run to be successful under 
punts. Some of the best ends devel- 
oped had only average speed but re- 
markable dodging ability. Many ends 
fail to reach the punt receiver be- 
cause they are not able to get by the 
blocking back. If it is necessary to 
stiff-arm, the end should use only one 
arm and show no hesitations The 
most successful method of avoiding 
the hlocker is the change of pace, 
doubling up on the speed just before 
the instant of contact, so as to out- 
run the blocker or make him miss en- 
tirely. A fast moving and dodging 
end is a difficult target to hit. Fre- 
quently after the end makes a hard 
run down field he forgets to stretch 
himself to make the tackle and the 
man who caught the punted ball gets 
uway. 

The end should always be reminded 
to start. run, dodge, stretch, tackle 
and not to overrun the play. 

The end, on defense, should be a 
clean and hard tackler who is not 
afraid to. have his body twisted and 
doubled. 

There are two styles of playing end. 
One is to smash and the other is to 
wait. The smashing end starts with 
the snap of the ball, rushes into the 
center of the offense on a conserva- 
tive slant and tries to pile up the 
play before it gets under way. Against 
a compact offense this method is gen- 
erally effective. This smashihg type 
of end will be useful against delayed 
fullback plunges or against delayed 
straight smashes into the line and 
slants of all kinds, but somewhat weak 
ngainst in-and-out plays and sweep- 
ing end runs, for his side may be laid 
wide open on a sweeping gun because 
of his tactics.

against forward pass attacks, for he 
will be through and in position to 
hurry the passer or smother the play 
entirely. Against open, spread or 
freak formations this same end must 
play conservatively. 

If the waiting style is played 
against compact formations, the end 
must come straight across the scrim- 
mage line for two steps, and get set 


to use his hands for the purpose of 
breaking up the interference so he can 
get the runner, or string the inter- 
ference out so the runner is exposed 
te the secondary defense or some 
other lineman. He must be taught 
to conduct himself in such a way 
that the interference cannot get at 
his legs and throw him before he has 
accompSshed his purpose. When the 
play goes to the opposite side, the 
end should at once be alert for criss- 
crosses, trick plays, fumbles, cut- 
backs and reverse plays. Then, after 
his initial charge, he should check 
himself to regain his balance and fol- 
low rather carefully over the spot tke 
backs have vacated.

If the end decides to come in only 
a short distance to break up a series 
of successful attacks outside of his 
defensive tackle, he should anticipate 
a sweeping end run or an in-and-out 
play and thus be ready to drive deeper 
into the field at the slightest demand. 

After crossing the scrimmage line, 
ends frequently display the fault of 
stopping completely, squatting and 
using their hands on a low-running 
blocker, while the runner dodges in- 
side and up the field. The end may 
be much more effective if he lunges 
over’ the body of the blocker § and 
stretches himself to get at least one 
hand on the runner.
